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AWFUL DEATH IN CARDENAS BAY 


American Crew Reported to Have Been Blown Up 


By a Spanish Torpedo. 


A Mysterious Case—Commanders of American Fleets Given Orders to Use Their 


Discretion«No Naval Fight Yet—Gladstone Dying—Troops 


To Pass Through Decatur This Evening. 


BLOWN UP IN THE BAY, 


Now Go After Cabanas Forts and 


Harbor and Give It to 


'Em Good. 


NEW YOEK, May 17.—An unconfirmed dispatch from 


Havana, printed here, is to the effect that an American ves- 


sel, engaged in removing torpedoes at Cabanas was blown up 


and the entire crew perished. Nothing is known at Key West 


of any such disaster. 


CONFUSION. 


MADRID, May 17.—A despatch from Havana says: A 


small naval boat was blown up off Cardenas, resulting in the 


loss of seventeen lives. Nationality not stated. 


MADRID, May 17—(Second dispatch from Havana)—A 


small naval boat, having a crew of seventeen men, was blown 


up off Cardenas while engaged in removing torpedoes from 


the harbor. The torpedo exploded through the negligence of 


those engaged in the work and all of the crew perished. The 


dispatch does not indicate whether the boat was an American 


or it Spanish craft. 


WAITING TO CRUSH THE OREGON. 


NEW YORK, May 17.—The World's copyright message 


from Santa Lucia, West Indies says: A large warship was 


sighted last night lying off the west coasts. Others were also 


seen to the northward. They are believed to be the Spanish 


squadron watching for the battleship Oregon.

Nashwlb, Helena, Maobias, Cnstin and a 


contingent of tbe mosquito Sect. 


Tha commodore will have no trouble In 
making things warm for the Spaniards 
under hit new and liberal instructions. 


And, to add to the liveliness of the West 


Indian situation, Commodore Boh ley will 


lie there today with the flying squadron. 
What part he will play depends upon the 
movements of the Spanish fleet. While 
Sampson tries to bring about a meeting 
with Cervera, the fljing squadron will be 
held in reserve a day or two, ready to co 
in any direction necessary to intercept the 
Spanish fleet if [it dodgrs the fighting 
squadron.

Uhleago Record: Urea* 
importance 


naturally attaches to thvwordiot Mr. 
Joseph Chamberlain, secretary of stale for 
the colonies, In his speech at Birming- 
ham Friday evening. Mr. Chamberlain 
has not always been a tory,bot he belongs 
to a tory cabinet, and In reoent years be 
has shown the disposition of the strong 
oonseiTstlve. He knows, as does every 
other member of the ministry, that the 
United States haa not been Inclined to the 
oonsertatlve policy, but be recognizes cer- 
tain Important facts, and there Is an 
evjdons note ot honest sentiment in these 
sentences. 


"The time bas arrived when (beat 


Britain may be confronted by a combina- 
tion of powers, and onr first duty, there- 
fore, Is t) draw all parts of tbe empire 
Into close unity, and onr next to main- 
tain tbe bonds of permanent unity with 
onr kinsmen across the Atlantic. There 
Is a powernl and generous nation, speak- 
ing onr language, bred nf Oor bone and 
having interest* Identical with ouri. I 
would go so far as to say tbat, terrible as 
war may be, even war lt.elf would be 
obeaply purchased If in a great and noble 
cause tbe stars and stripes and tbe union 
Jack should wave together over an Anglo- 
Saxon alliance. It ia one of the most 
satisfactory results ot Lord Salisbury's 
policy that at the present time these two 
great nations understand each otbor bet- 
ter than they ever have done slnoe over a 
oeotury ago they were separated by tbe 
blander of a British government." 


Great Britain, no doubt, needs an ally. 


In Its "splendid Isolation," It now stands 
in danger of being compelled to face all 
Europe. 
The franeo-UnssIan alliance 


hardly conceals its hostility and Kaiser 
Wilhelm, like one other monarch of tbe 
drelbnnd, bas no love to spare for bis 
grandmother's country, although Italy, 
from traditional friendship, might be 
disposed to restrain to the ntmost any 
combined assault upon tbe British power. 
England s sltnaton, therefore, makes an 
Anglo-American alliance seem to British 
statesmen a desirable thing. But there in 
something more than mere selfishness in 
Mr. Chamberlain's remarks, and it Is a 
question whether there may not be a 
strong undercurrent of British sentiment 
In favor of closer relations with the Unit- 
ed SUtra.

Tremya, commenting upon tbe recent 
speech at Birmingham ot Joseph Cham- 
berlain, the British secretary of state for 
the colonies, fays: 


"We donbt if the United States desires 


an alliance with Great Britlan and ques- 
tion whether it would be agreeable to the 
other powers that the United States, after 
wiesting tbe Philippine Islands 
from 


Spain, should aftuward sell them t] 
Great Britian. 


The Novoe Vremya goes on to say tbat 


the display of such an intention would be 
"suffio.ent to induce tbe powers to re- 
consider their neutrality duriag the pros 
ent war. 


His Stay In Canada Give* Rise to Sig- 


nificant Comment. 


TORONTO, OST., May 17.-The 


Globe (government organ), commenting 
editorially on the stay of Senor Polo y 
Bernabe In Canada, says: 


With Canada's limited diplomatic ex- 


perience, there Is a feeling of hesitation 
about pronouncing a positive opinion as 
to tbe propriety of tbe continued stay of 
the ex-minister In Canada. But some 
light may be thrown on the question by 
asking what would have been thought in 
Spain and 
throughout Europe If the 


American minister to Spain, after receiv- 
ing his passports, bad remained in Portu- 
gal Instead of coming home. The proceed- 
ing would have occasioned a good deal cf 
comment and inquiry, and probably a 
demand for explanation. 


What are tbe ex-minister and his staff 


doing here is a very natural question to 
ask, and they can hardly complain If the 
commonly aooepted view Is that they must 
bo here for tbe purpose of obtaining In- 
formation tbat may be of nse to .Spain." 


The Globe article concludes as follows: 


"It Is certainly not a time at which an 
Important official of the Spnaish govern- 
ment would be making a holiday. The 
suicide ot Downing and the evidence that 
he had been In communication with a 
member of Secor Polo's party In Toronto 
are circumstances that enhance the grav- 
ity of tbe situation. 


It is possible that some of the stories 


are exaggerated, but it must be apparent 
to our Spanish visitors that there is no 


effective means of setting snob stories at 
rest so long as they remain in this coun- 
try.

courtesy, but we do not desire that this 
country shall fall In Its obligation to be 
neutral."
